Just how a new livestock pa- 
vilion would be financed is some-

After two years of 
operation on the school ground, di- 
rectors went big-time in 1950, set 
up a four-day fair at the Rocky 
Hill arena, imported a lot of equip- 
ment — and went broke. In fact, 
they went worse than broke, end- 
ing up with a debt of around $6,- 
000. 

This was a critical period in the 
Fair’s history, for directors debat- 
ed at great length about closing 
the whole thing down, selling the 
assets that the fair had accumulat- 
ed, then digging down in their 
own pockets, if necessary, to pay 
the outstanding bills.

As many ques- 
tions as possible will be answered 
in this column, but for obvious 
reasons replies must be brief. 


Q. “I am 14 and have devel- 
oped a bald spot on my neck. 
The spot is quite noticeable 
when I fix my hair in a pony 
tail. What could cause this 
baldness?”—Mary. 

A. Your pony tail may be re- 
sponsible. Persistent and pro- 
longed traction (pull) on scalp 
hair can produce baldness. Skin 
doctors often notice this patchy 
loss of hair in girls who wear 
pony tails. Try a different hair 
style and see if this won’t help. 


Q. “We often hear that science 
és trying to find a cure for 
arthritis, cancer, etc. Do eci- 
entists ever work on trying to 
find a cure for adhesions? I 
have suffered from adhesions 
for 17 years.’ —A Canadian 
reader. 

A. Much experimental work has 
been done in trying to find an 
answer to this problem. A sub- 
stance discovered several years 
ago showed promise in “dissolv- 
ing” adhesions in laboratory, ani- 
mals but its use in humans is

another matter. It can be used in 
some cases but not in others. Al- 
though surgeons are better able 
to prevent adhesions now than 
they were in former years, the 
problem of what to do when they 
form still looms large. Some 
people tend to develop adhesions 
to a greater extent than others. 
Surgery to loosen the parts that 
have grown together is considered 
when there is some interference 
with organ function. This often 
helps but the tissue may grow 
together again, forming more ad- 
hesions.
